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Only Low-Nicotene Burley Wanted 
For Cigarettes, Farmers Are Told 


High Content Is 
Causing State 

Drastic Losses 

— 

LEXINGTON, Ky„ Feb. 5—To¬ 
bacco growers were urged todav 
to concentrate on production of 
low - nicotine - content burley to 
satisfy the ever-increasing de¬ 
mand for that type leaf by cig¬ 
arette manufacturers. 

’The burley tobacco we are 
producing now has a nicotine 
content of from 25 to 30 per 
cent.” said Dr. W. D Valleau, 
plant pathologist and tobacco-re¬ 
search specialist at the Univer¬ 
sity of Kentucky. Valleau spoke 
at the concluding session of the 
Farm and Home Convention on 1 
the university campus here. 

Says News Is Bad 

Cigarette - manufacturing com¬ 
panies are “not inclined to use 
much of the burley now being 
grown in Kentucky in their 
blends," the UK. specialist 
warned leaf producers. “I have 
personul knowledge that at least 
one big manufacturer of cigar¬ 
ettes has cut its use of burley 
down to a minimum. This news 
isn’t good for the future of burley 
production in our state." 

Later, another UK. tobacco 
expert stated privately that three 
cigarette companies have “dras¬ 
tically reduced their use of burley 
in recent months." This infor¬ 
mation came from Russell Hunt, 
a field agent at the university who 
specializes in tobacco production. | 
Hunt presided at today’s session 
of the convention. 


Substitutes Used 

Many cigarette companies are 
substituting flue-cured tobacco 
for burley in their blends. Hunt 
told a reporter. This, he said, is 
“due entirely to the heavy con¬ 
tent of nicotine in our burley." 

Valleau, nationally known for 
hl« research in the field of low- I 
nicotine-content varieties of to-1 
bacco, suggested that farmers 
plant more Kentucky 35 and Ken¬ 
tucky 41 A. These two varieties, 
he said, are known to have very 
low nicotine content. 

('an Go Ahead Now 

The manufacturers are “not 
“going around looking for a low- 
nicotine crop here and another 
there," Valleau stated. “They are 
looking to you Kentucky burley 
growers to produce an entire sea¬ 
son’s state-wide crop of burley 
that has very little nicotine in it." 

Knowledge that cigarette com¬ 
panies want this type burley “en¬ 
ables us now to go ahead with an 
aggressive program looking to 
production of these (low-nico- 
tine-content) varieties," the path¬ 
ologist declared. 

The urgent need to produce a 
burley of higher quality points 
up the necessity of “more effec¬ 
tive use of fertilizers,” said C. E. 
Bortner, U.K agricultural chem- 
m a tobacco field will result in 
production of “heavy, course, to- 
ist. 

Bortner warned the tobacco 
growers to avoid over-use of nit¬ 
rogen and phosphate in their 
fertilizer programs. “If we err in 
putting on too much nitrogen 
growth will definitely slow up."

The two trees cut on Prestons- 
burg street were part of the sev¬ 
eral trees and shrubs the club set 
out at the highway entrances to 
town two years ago as a town 
beautification project Members 
are considering ways to appre¬ 


hend the culprit that cut the trees 
and to prevent any future dam¬ 
age to the town-beautification 
project. 

Too, they regretted the whole¬ 
sale destruction of rhodendron 
and spruce and holly in the Wind¬ 
ing stair section, where ever¬ 
greens grow in their natural pris¬ 
tine beauty. This section, though 
rugged, presents one of the most 
beautiful natural scenic spots to 
be found anywhere, and a new 
road is partially completed 
through the section.

FRANKFORT, Ky„ Feb. 10— 
The Democratic administration 
today won the first test vote in 
its legislative battle to keep Ken¬ 
tucky's public-assistance lien law 
on the statute books. 

Tiie Slate Senate beat down a 
move to take a repealer bill away 
from a committee where it has 
been bottled up since Jan 31. The 
vole was 21-12. 

If the move of sen. Doug Hays 
(D-McDowell) had been success¬ 
ful the bill would have received 
the first of threei- daily readings 
neoesssrv before *ny measure can 
be called up for i vote. 

The bill, of only one short sen¬ 
tence. would repeal the five sec¬ 
tions at the lien law, enacted by 
the 1852 legislature. The law gives 
the state a lien against real estate 
left at death by needy aged and 
blind who draw public assistance 

After defeat of his motion, 
Hays said the next step would be 
| for a similar move in the House 
to take away the companion 
measure from a committee there. 

Voting for the committee to re¬ 
tain the lien-law proposal were 
Democrats Bach, Blake. Bonn, 
Duffy, Grafton. Lassiter, McCann, 
Maloney, Montgomery. Rich¬ 
mond. Ruh, Sample, Shaukin, 
B. F. shields, Tom shields, Stap¬ 
leton, Mrs. Webb, Wickliffe, Wil¬ 
liams and Withers. 

Voting with Hays for his mo¬ 
tion were Democrats Craft, Free- 
Man, Grace, Reynolds and Sulli¬ 
van and Republicans Clarke, Da¬ 
vis, Hines, Losey, Vanhoose and 
Warinner. 

Speaking for Hays' motion, 
Grace asserted the law “has 
worked a great hardship upon 
the elderly and needy people of 
Kentucky.” He urged cuts in 
some appropriations and salaries, 
without mentioning any specific 
slashes, and to “stop building the 
$600,000 hotels like down on Ken¬ 
tucky Lake for tired politicans to 
lay around in.” Kenlake hotel is 
state-owned at one of its parks. 
Grace also declared he had heard 
of “handicaps and pitfalls" in ad¬ 
ministration of welfare laws and 
“if so, we should spend part of 
our time correcting these laws." 

The state's claim against real 
estate of assistance recipients can 
be enforced after their death but 
not until the surviving spouse 
dies or remarries and the young¬ 
est minor reaches the age of 21. 

In effect the action is against 
legal heirs and is secondary to 
| costs of the final illness, burial 
and administering the estate. The 
aim is to recover where possible 
assistance paid the home-owning 
recipients and the law tends to 
put more responsibility on adult 

ohiliirpn nt the rpriniente 

About 5,500 persons have with¬ 
drawn from assistance rolls since 
the law went into effect rather 
than submit to the lien agree¬ 
ment.

ger, said this week. 

The co-op has ordered a ship¬ 
ment of dial phones and these 
will be installed for Elliott pat¬ 
rons by the co-op’s service men 
as soon as they are received, Mr. 
Barber said. 

Then as soon as the Elliott lines 
are built and the cable from 
Sandy Hook to West Liberty’s 
central exchange is finished, the 
Elliott patrons will be cut in for 
both local and long distance serv¬ 
ice. This will probably be around 
April 15, Mr. Barber said. 

All right of way work in El¬ 
liott county will be completed in 
about ten days. Meanwhile, crews 
of the Stake Construction Co. 
have set most of the poles on 
lines from Newfoundland to the 
Rowan and Carter county lines 
and in the Starke and Mauk 
Ridge sections.

Two years ago the Morgan County Woman’s 
Club carried out a town beautification project 
in which it purchased evergreen trees and shrubs 
and had them set out along the highway en¬ 
trances to West Liberty. 

Since Christmas it has been discovered that 
two of the evergreens set out beside US 460 in 
the eastern edge of town have been cut down. 
Whether they were cut for Christmas trees or 
just wantonly by vandals is not known. How¬ 
ever, the club members are considering ways to 
find out and to prevent any further damage to 
the beautification project. 

Beautifying the highway entrances to town 
was a noteworthy civic project—one that would 
have added to the town’s beauty for years to 
come. That some unthinking person or wanton 
culprit would thus destroy the potential beauty 
of their town seems hardly possible in this com¬ 
munity. But, nevertheless, the act has been 
committed. It is an act that not only has aroused 
the ire of the Woman’s Club members but also 
all civic-minded citizens. They want the ever¬ 
green trees and shrubs protected and nurtured 
for the general improvement of our beautiful 
little mountain town. 

Law enforcement officers are willing to help 
in protecting the trees and shrubs, but the vig¬ 
ilance of citizens and residents are needed to 
see that no other such acts arc permitted to 
occur.

MORGAN A BRIGHT BUSINESS SPOT 

Morgan is now recognized as one of the few 
bright spots in the economic picture in Eastern 
Kentucky. Morgan, Elliott, Carter, Boyd and 
Laurel counties are pictured as bright spots for 
business in an otherwise bleak economic picture 
for the section. 

Morgan. Elliott, Carter and Laurel depend 
primarily on tobacco and farming for their major 
sources of income. Boyd depends largely on 
Armco, Ashland Oil & Refining Co. and the C. 
& O. Railway. Other Eastern Kentucky coun¬ 
ties depend primarily in coai, which now is a 
sick industry, with thousands of people out of 
work. Morgan ranks as the top-producing burley 
county ir. Eastern Kentucky, with Carter second 
and Elliott third. It is worthy to note that bank 
deposits in these three counties have increased 
considerably while loans have decreased. This 
is in contrast to bank figures from most other 
counties of the area where deposits are either 
down or about the same while loans are up. 

Tobacco, while a profitable farm enterprise, 
represents only partially the potential income 
that could be Morgan county's. By adding dairy¬ 
ing, sheep, cattle, strawberries and sorghum 
molasses. Morgan could possibly double its in¬ 
come. 

Strawberries and sorghum molasses bring 
almost as much cash per acre as burley tobacco, 
and there is a ready crop for these succulent 
farm products. 

Diversification is always wise business, es¬ 
pecially in troubled times. If the cigarette-cancer 
scare cuts cigarette sales appreciably, it may be 
necessary to shift farm practices in Morgan. 
Strawberries, sorghum, sheep, cattle and dairy¬ 
ing may be the answer. It would be wise to 
start them no<w.

WHAT IS THE SOURCE OF MOST 
OF OUR TROUBLE? 

The other day I was asked a question which I 
had been asked many times before and that is— 
what is the source of most of our troubles? I 
think most of you know 
that 1 am not a pessimist. 
I hope that I am not a blind 
optimist either but I have 
confidence in mankind. I 
have confidence in God and 
thereby I have confidence 
in the future. I have no 
way of predicting, and no¬ 
body knows, what the to¬ 
morrows have in store for 
us but we do know that 
with the resources wp have 
we can face them. As we make our way we are 
beset on every side, if not by our own troubles 
by those of our people, our friends, and our fel- 
lowman. Trouble is on every side, one kind or 
another; some of it may be trivial and yet to the 
person that is bothered by it it is tremendously 
and continually worthwhile. 

All of us know that ignorance is a source of 
a great many troubles; it is a very hard thing to 
beat. It is one of the hardest things to deal with 
that I have ever met; ignorance in our people, 
in their facts and truth, and their unwillingness 
to have enlightenment. You cannot reason with 
ignorance. The mind of ignorance is emotions 
and too many of us let our emotions do our 
thinking. I have never seen that happen in the 
life of anybody that did not run into a lot of 
trouble and thereby cause a lot of trouble. I be¬ 
lieve that the source of most of our trouble is 
plain, simple, downright selfishness. Of course 



when you begin tracing most of our evils and 
most of our wrongs and go back into the roots 
of it you find that the roots are growing in self¬ 
ishness somehow or other. Now 1 am very sure 
that some of you will not agree with me but I 
am not convinced that man naturally is selfish. 
I have been told that over and over again. I am 
not sure by any means that that little fellow 
who is so fine and beautiful and lovely and that 
we love so much and like to watch was created 
a selfish being and there is no way out of it. I 
think he was created in the image of an unselfish 
God and consequently if he can be brought up in 
that pattern and image he will be an unselfish 
being. How many parents by their very lives, 
their very acts, and their very dealings with 
their little fellows turn them in the way in which 
they are selfish and begin to seek their own and 
their own only and that becomes a disaster early 
in life. It begins when the little fellow starts to 
take the other fellow’s playthings, he begins to 
get jealous when others have more than he has 
and when*ne' cfoei ' HIM' tit' uefcins Nu iaampuiave 
ways of getting things; it doesn't matter much 
how he gets it because selfishness never asks any 
questions much except to get hold of something. 
When that grows in a human soul nobody knows 
the limits of it. We have seen it in such men as 
Hitler and Mussolini and Alexander and all those 
who tried to take a world for themselves and 
bled the nations to do it. 

Yes, you have seen it in that but how many 
of us have seen it in our own neighbors perhaps. 
They have not gone in that direction but they 
are just about as selfish, if they had the possi¬ 
bilities of becoming so. They seek nothing but 
themselves and for themselves, they talk about 
themselves, they hoard for themselves, they are 
thinking of tomorrow as to what it will do for 
them; their manipulations with their neighbor is 
a kind of political thing. They do things in this 
fashon—I am doing this because it will do some¬ 
thing for me tomorrow or there will be a reac¬ 
tion to this that I do today that is a favor, but I 
am doing it only because I want something in 
return. The Master met up with that kind of 
folk and He said, “You know people are good to 
those who are good to them. They give to those 
who give to them and that is expected of even 
the Gentiles” (and they were not thought of very 
highly at that time). He said, “The man who is 
unselfish gives without thinking of the return. 
He gives because he wants to give it.” 

Here in the realm in which you and I live we 
have a lesson all around us everywhere, which 
is the handwriting of an Eternal God. Nature 
is His handiwork that obeys Him. There is noth¬ 
ing in nature that disobeys; it goes on and does 
as it is patterned to do. Man is the only thing 
that we know anything about that God created 
that stepped aside, broke His plan, destroyed the 
pattern, and began to dispute with God and the 
highest heaven. You can see what a mess he got 
into when he did it and you see every time he 
steps aside what he gets into, in the little fellow 
and In the grown-up,'because he is running cross 
current with the laws of the universe that makes 
the nature around us. You have never seen na¬ 
ture stingy. You look into it carefully and you 
will find that everything in nature is giving itself 
away. Watch your flower—it come; out and 
pours out its beauty and aroma, then sheds its 
leaves back on mother earth and mother earth 
covers her bosom but absorbs that and gives it 
back to the flower in the springtime. 

The ocean is giving itself away to the cloud 
and the rain cloud to the earth and the earth to 
the tree and everything is just giving in a cycle, 
keeping nothing for itself, not hoarding. If it 
overflows it pours out all it ha son the valley of 
overflows it pours out all it has on the valley of 
bring forth more. Nature is working that way 
at giving, just continually, and you and I are the 
receivers. In the receiving of it we take it and 
hoard it and we forget to give it back and then 
we become selfish. We are here in the midst of 
the unselfish workings of an unselfish God. I be¬ 
lieve that selfishness is the source of most of our 
trouble because selfishness is anti-God; it is over 
on the opposite side because God is unselfish 
We are told that God is love. Paul gave us a 
very fine picture of what love did but you and 
I know what it does, don’t we? We have loved 
enough in our lives to know that when we love 
the greatest joy on earth is giving something to 
the object of our love. Mothers know all about 
it, or much about it at least, when they see that 
little fellow for whom they would give their 
very life and to whom they would give the last 
thing they have to make it well or feel good and 
rejoice in doing so. That is love; it is unselfish; 
it can never be selfish; it can never seek its own. 
So, you can see then that the source of our good¬ 
ness and mercy and pleasures and beauty is in 
love. There is where you will find all the beauty 
of the world blending out of the gifts of what it 
has to offer. Watch that young couple who are 
going to get married and if they arc unselfish 
and devoted to each other they are going to make 
a beautiful home and as long as they are di¬ 
vorced from themselves and given to each other 
they are going to be a strong support and hard to 
overcome. But let them become selfish, begin 
to cheat on the other and unwilling to do for the 
other while they lose and you will see them 
break the law of the universe and ugliness will 
enter into it. 

The nations of the earth that are seeking their 
own today are scaring the life out of good people 
anrt destroying our boys on the battlefield by 
selfish ignorance. If we can get rid of this self¬ 
ishness that gets into our being then we will 
eliminate most of our troubles. I know of but 
one way to rid the heart of selfishness and that 
is by the love of God being shed abroad in the 
heart by the Holy Spirit which is given unto 
mankind. The Kingdom of God is not meat and 
drink but is righteousness, peace and joy in the 
Holy Spirit. We know that we are the children 
of an unselfish God and when we go astray in 
the field of selfishness we wHU break our own 
heart and the hearts of others. So, let us not 
travel in that road. Get out of it, get back in 
the wide open of God’s goodness and mercy. 
Seek not your own. “Give and it shall be given 
unto you, good measure pressed down shaken 
together, heaped up and running over shall men 
give into your bosom" is the law of the universe. 
When you break that law you suffer. When you 
obey it then life is yours abundantly.

Farm Land Prices 
Drop 10 Percent 

The Un.ted State Department 
of Agriculture, through the Uni- 
verslty of Kentucky, reports a 
drop of 10 percent in Land values 
in Kentucky from November. 
1952, to November, 1953. This is 
in keeping with the trend in land 
values the country over 

The decline in land prices, 
which ftr« became apparent in 
the spring of 1953. continued dur¬ 
ing the summer and fall. In the 
four months ending Nov 1. de¬ 
clines of 2 percent or more oc¬ 
curred in all but three states, and 
10 states had declines of 5 per¬ 
cent or more 

The largest declines were in 
states affected by drought and 
lower prices for cattle, with the 
sharpest drops in Kentucky and 
Tennessee westward to Utah. In 
other states the declines in prices

largely from the general let¬ 
down in prices of farm products. 

The report indicates there was 
no rush to sell farms last year 
Probably fewer farms were sold 
during the summer and fall of 
1953 than during any comparable 
period since 1939, it is stated.

West Liberty Baptists
